Scr, and listed its purpose as being to improve the 


educational and cultural standards of the Southern people 
in accordance with the highest American democratic institutions, 


' “traditions, and ideals. 


The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots in the 
South where it began as the educational wing of the SCHW, organized 
zn 1938 to work for economic and political reforn. When. the 
‘CHW disbanded in the late 1940's, Sch continued as an independent 
‘rganization, rallying support for integration and democracy and 


' nelping to stimulate and nurture new movements of the early 


1960's. The SCEF maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty 
years, but in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky.

work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization, which he considers a 
Communist Party front organization because it has gone along 


with the Communist Party on certain issues, — on 
the racial issue. 


CARL BRADEN and ANNE BRADEN, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted former 
member of the Communist Party, on December 13, 1954, in her 
testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in the prosecutipn

On July 12, 1966, MARTIN LUTHER KING. JR. 
STANLEY LEVISON discussed a freedom movement rally held * 
July 7.1 in Soldier Field, Chicago, Illinois. KING * 
believed ,000 people had attended, although the police had 6 
estimated 30,000. Both KING and LEVISON felt the rally want . 
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| KING stated he wanted to discuss an “action progres" 

with LEVISON because SCLC was confronted with financial 

problems. KING stated he was convinced there was money to 

de obtained in Chicago, it was just a matter of ‘organizing. 

de felt most members would support them as well as most social 
Clubs. He believed they could raise $50,000.00 in chicago 6G 
and that people in the white community had money which they 7 

had not tapped as yet. 
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KING advised LEVISON that he was considering getting 
WILLIAM STEIN to spend a month to six weeks in Chicago 
organizing a fund drive. KING stated if a situation arose 
where STEIN needed a “front man", KING could provide a Negro 6 
for the job. LEVISON stated a Negro preacher would be good 
to work with STEIN and LEVISON believed STEIN would go to 
Chicago and do the job.

on July 19, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and HARRY WACHTEL 7 
were in contact. LEVISON advised WACHTEL that WILLIAM 2

to administer a fund raising program which SCLC had started. 
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On July 19, 1966, STANLEY IEVISON was in contact 
with an unidentified individual. LEVISON commented that 
the riots in Chicago were making a “kind of social history". 
He indicated that the organizers working for MARTIN LUTHER 
XING, JR., had been in Chicago for about a year before the 
riote, using the theory that they had to make contact with 
the very lowest group and not just the middle class. 
According to LEVISON, this contact included "gang kids". 
The result of these contacts was that from the very first 
day of the riots the SCLC organizers were in contact with 
the rioters. LEVISON added that unlike the Watts riot 
where there was no leadership and where it was just a wild 
upsurge, in Chicago there was no great amount of looting 
or burning. LEVISON claimed that it was a well-controlled 
riot because it had leaders and the SCLC organizers were in 
touch with these leaders. LEVISON stated that he considered 
the riots were something on the order of a demonstration with 
violence. MARTIN LUTHER KING, R., finally got the gangs“ 
to go along with a pledge of non-violence. LEVISON described 
KING's accomplishment as remarkable. He stated that if the 


gangs could be re-oriented, it would be also something

On July 21, 1966, STA LEVISON and MARTIN

At KING's suggestion, LEVISON said he would handle 
the Chicago riots in the advertisement by noting how ironic 
it was that four days of rioting occurred because of an 
attempt to shut off a water hvdrant. After the riots the 
city quickly found $10,000.00 for portable swimming pools, 
but,meanwhile, the state was spending $1,000,000.00 each day 
for the National Guard. iLEVISON cautioned KING not to go 
off too much on the Chicago riots in this letter since the 
main purpose of the letter and advertisement will be the 
subject of black power versus non-violence. 


In commenting on the SCLC's funds appeal, LEVISON 


stated an appeal was sent to 80,000 at the end of June and 


that the results have been unexpectedly good. In fact, 
LEVISON said,one person who normally contributes only $50.00 
gave $1,000.00. 


LEVISON then discussed an article he read in ('; 
July 20, 1966, issue of "The New York Times" attributed . 
to ALFRED FRIENDLY, JR., captioned "Chicago Officials Voice 
Concern Over Apparent Gang Alliance With Rights Leaders”. 


LZVISON compleined that this story quoted EDWARD CINIAK 


of the Chicago Human Relations Commission as making some 
stupid observations concerning KING's efforts to bring gang 
leaders into the movement. According to LEVISON, the story 
told how the gang members were won over to non-violence and 
what actually came out of the story was ar extraordinary 
victory for KING. The account attempted to tell the story 
from the viewpoint of Chicago City morals but wound up 
telling the story for KING. 


In fact, according to LEVISON, the account vas

LEVISON said that he and JONES were trying to determine 
what foundation would be the most suitable one for SCLC. 


KING revealed that he would leave Atlanta on 
July 21, 1966, for Chicago but would probably be in New 
York City on-July 25, 1986 » to fill an appointment with 
some foundation representatives on July 26, 1966. LEVISON 
said the Field Foundation was bringing in the-Ford Foundation 
and wanted to involve the Stern Family Fund in the meeting 
in New York City. However, according, to HARRY WACHTEL, 
the Stern Family Fund should not be brought in. LEVISON 
said he agreed, adding that the Field and Ford Foundations 
could handle the Citizenship Training School for SCLC 
since it would only be a drop in the bucket for Ford. 


KING said he wanted to fund the Citizenship ä 
Education Program over a five year period, therefore, felt : 
that some other foundations hould get involved. — 7 


| In commenting on strategy to be used during 
Tuesday's meeting with the foundation, LEVISON suggested 
that an effective approach to the foundations would be 
to show them that it took the Youth Board in New York 
City almost ten years and tens of millions of dollars . 
to accompiish what KING has done in Chicago in less than 
a year. LEVISON asserted that Chicago is the only major 
city in the country which still has fighting gangs but 
that KING has been the only person able to move in and 
do something with them. LEVISON felt that in view of thne 
danger of outbreaks and the positive constructive social!

LEVISON told KING that he felt an examination 
was due concerning where the civil rights movement stood 
in relation to the whole decade.

He contended that the Negro ceased being an under dog 
after Seima and as a consequence, they were reaching 
arees where it was not easy for the white power structure 
to give cheap victories and concessions to the civil 
rights movement because it paid for them in either money, 
political influence or a substantial chenge in its social 
relationship. LEVISON pointed out that the mayors of the 
nation's three largest cities, New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles, had hardened and insisted that there was a reason 
why they were so firm in not making concessions at this 
time.
